‘As the January 31 deadline for employers to issue W-2 
forms nears, the tax season continues to gather momentum. 
The UNO accounting department and H &.R Block will be 

. providing two of the multitude of options.available to stu- 
dents requiring assistance with income tax filing. , 

Dr. Judie Watanabe, UNO faculty advisor for the Beta 
Alpha Psi Honorary Accounting fraternity.said accounting 
students will again take part in the Volunteer Income Tax 
Assistance program, sponsored by the Internal Revenue: 

Service. 

Each year, the IRS puts together a series of pamphlets as 
part of a tax preparation training program offered to volun- 
teers all over the country. UNO accounting honor students 

" are among the volunteers taking part in the program that 
includes practicing and retired professionals from the ac- 
counting profession as well as other specializations. 

“Beginning the first week of February, students from the 
UNO chapter of Beta Alpha Psi will be manning atable at the 
Center Mall,” Watanabe said. “This is. a free to service, 
anyone needing assistance with filing their income taxes.” j 
’ Watanabe said the IRS will offer free ‘assistance at many 
area locations, including local community centers in low-. 
income neighborhoods. Volunteers will assist with tax prepa- 
ration through the last weekend prior to me April 15 filing 
deadline. . 


“We are talking about assistance with simple returns,” 


Watanabe said, “Things like deductions for home mortgage -

“One of the biggest questions we et is from students 
working part-time and. wondering if they-can file as tax 


exempt,” said Scott Delp, Omaha district manager for H & R° 
‘ Block. “If they earn more than the standard $3,900 deduction, 


they are no longer exempt. They should be filing the 1040EZ 
form unless they have enough itemizations to total over this 


figure.” 


Delp said it is important for single students to know 
whether they are claimed as a dependent on their parent’s 
income tax form before they can determine their minimum 
income filing requirement. 

“There is a $2,500 per person exemption that can only be 
taken once—either by the parent or the individual, but ‘not 


both,” Delp said. “If you are claimed by your parents, $3,900 - 
is the minimum amount of income that requires you to file.. | 


your taxes. If your parents do not claim you, the minimum 
income requirement is $6,400.” 
Delp said.a 15: percent tax rate is applied only to income 


over $6,400, which usually results inaten to 11 percent tax ; 


on total income for most students. 

. “If students work for a low hourly wage and tips, such as 
in food service, they should be keeping track of tips through- 
out the year,” Delp said. “Most employers will allocate tips 


‘on W-2 forms based on the number of hours worked. If this ~ 


figure looks a little too high when it comes out in January, it’s 
alittle late to try to reconstruct the past year’s work schedule 
without having.kept an accurate log.” 

*Délp said-work study.compensation should be treated just 


like wages from any job and students should receive W-2 
forms from work study employers. Student loans are not - 


taxable income and most scholarships : are not reported by 
payers. 

“Ifa student gets a 1099 form fromascholarship payer, he 
or she is only required to pay taxes.on the amount of the 


-scholarship that is in excess ofthe total cost of books and 


tuition,” Delp said. as amount is considered earned i in- 
come.” 
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UNO Fraternity 
Replaces House

UNO's chapter of Sigma Phi Epsilon dataciy Se cnity 
purchased the former Knights of Columbus building, to 
replace its old house, which burnt down.in the fall of 1993. 

Firefighters believed the old house was set on fire by an 
arsonist. 

Eric Tighe, Sigma Phi Epsilon chapter president, said the 
chapter’s alumni had been looking for a house for a while 
and working with real estate companies, but nothing caught 
their eye until they came across the former Knights of - 
Columbus building at 3301 Harney St. 

“Our alumni are great,” Tighe said. ; 

Tighe also said the alumni have been meeting regularly - 


. and bought the house for them using insurance money and 
-alumni donations. 


The hardest thing, Tighe said, was finding a place to 
accommodate the chapter. 

Currently, there are about 50 fraternity members and the 
house will hold probably 11 or 12 people. The alumni get the 
final decision on who will move into the house. j 

The house is not ready to be moved into yet because walls 
need to be torn out and plenty of construction needs to be 
completed, Tighe said. 

Members who want to move into the house had to apply, 
since only so much space is available. The alumni has . 


received about 25 applications and has to narrow those down 


to about eleven. : 
The cost to live.in the house will be about $200 a.month_ 


"but Tighe said, “That’s not set in stone.” 


To keep up the house and cover other expenses, Tigtie said. 


_ the chapter will continue to raise money for the Omaha 


chapter with car washes.and by raking lawns. 

Although things seem to be moving in the right direction 
for Sigma Phi Epsilon, a few years ago, the members might . 
have told a different story. 

In 1993 when the house burned down: the chapter had to 
find new meeting places. They first decided to meet on the 
third floor of the Student Center. Not long after they began 
their meetings there, they had fo move to the Caboose 


because of construction beginning on the third floor. The 


Caboose was the cafeteria on the first floor of the Student 
Center before the construction and renovation began.. - 
Eventually, construction began in that area, too. — 
“We were about on the street,” Tighe said, 
The members of Sigma Phi Epsilon are counting their 
blessings though, Tighe said. 
He said because of the fire, “We, as a chapter, the basic 
nucleus, hung together and became a stronger chapter.” 
Tighe believes the new house will give other members the

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Bill Would Halt Abortions by 
Reducing Time to Decide 


It was 23 years ago this week that the U.S. 
Supreme Court made abortion legal through 
the landmark Roe vs. Wade decision that ruled 
a woman hasa right to privacy concerning her 
own reproductive rights and that right means 
she can privately decide to abort a pregnancy 
if she so desires. 

We've come a long way, baby. And so has 
Roe. Literally. 

Last August, Jane Roe, whose real name is 
Norma McCorvey, announced that she re- 
gretted the court case that made her famous, 
and wished she had never taken part in it. Ina 
blow to the pro-choice crowd, she has joined 
the pro-life group Operation Rescue. 

For McCorvey, time has healed the wounds 
of the battle she wishes she had never fought, 
but for the court that 
legalized abortion 
from the bench, the 
wounds are too deep, 
yet they have to be 
healed. 

McCorvey’s 
change ofheartcame (s8hsheS noes 
not long after the Supreme Court came within 
a vote of reversing Roe. In 1992, the court 
upheld Roe in a 5-4 vote, but three of the 
justices in the majority opinion said they 
upheld Roe because they did not like the 
precedent of overturning previous Supreme 
Court decisions unless all other avenues been 
explored. Loosely translated, if you can write 
a good law that will overturn Roe, we will 
uphold that law. 

This is where-Nebraska State Senator John 
Lindsay enters the picture. 

Lindsay, in a bold and thoughtful move, 
has decided to refocus the abortion debate on 
the humanity of the unborn child, rather than 
the right of a woman to make one bad choice 
(abortion) after another (having careless sex 
in the first place.) , 

Lindsay’s bill, LB 1380, would define the 
point in a pregnancy when we are certain life 
is present by using Nebraska’s definition of 
death to define when life is present. In the 
state, death is defined as the absence of circu- 
latory, respiratory, and brain functions. 
Lindsay’s bill would take that definition and 
reverse it by stating that if a person is dead 
when those functions cease, then a person is 
definitely alive, and a life, if those functions 
are present. 

Under LB 1380 it would be illegal to abort 
alife. This is where Lindsay’s bill threatens 
Roe. 

In a fetus, those functions are all present 
and accounted for by the sixth or seventh 
week of pregnancy, But most women have 
not even confirmed that they are pregnant by 
six weeks, especially those who did not ex- 
pect to become pregnant in the first place. In ~ 
fact, according to Julie Schmidt-Albin of Ne- 
braska Right to Life, although over 90 percent 
of abortions occur by the 12th week of preg- 
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nancy, very few, if any, actually occur before 
LB.1380 would turn that fetus into the human — 
being it is. 

Simply put, without actually outlawing 
abortion or a woman’s right to choose, LB 
1380 would put an end to abortions in Ne- 
braska unless one of two things occurred: 

To make LB 1380 ineffective, women 
would have to make theirchoice rather quickly, 
which is not likely to happen. Most of these 
abortions are just belated birth control by 
women who were not careful enough in the 
first place. ; 

Statistics from 1994 show that of the 5324 
abortions performed in Nebraska that year, 
only 36 were forreasons of rape (6), imminent 
peril (7), physical health, (23) or incest (0). 
Allother abortion re- 
cipients marked the 
categories of socio- 
economic, other or 
unknown as reasons 
for abortion when 
surveyed. Somehow, 
ea =  jtseems doubtful that 
a woman who would give “other” or “un- 
known” as a reason for such a personal deci- 
sion could get an abortion done in a six week 
time frame. 

The only other way that LB 1380 would 
not perform as Lindsay advertises is if the 
legal battle, that would surely insure after its 
passage, ended with an unfavorable ruling in 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 

But, given the current make up ofthe court, 
it seems unlikely that LB 1380 would be 
overturned, This is the kitid of law the court 
has been waiting for since 1992, when the 
justices practically said “Give us a smart law 
and we will reverse Roe.” LB 1380 is that 
smart law, and it is about time. 

Roe was a poor decision in the first place. 

Don’t get me wrong, I’m all for peopie 
have the right to make choices, That is what 
democracy is all about. But even in our de- 
mocracy, choices are often limited. 

We have a right to view sexually explicit 
photographs as our choice of entertainment, 
but that right is limited. A person cannot 
choose to view sexual material containing 
children, as our right to choose is over-ridden 
by the need tosafeguard children. Ourright to 
look at pictufes of naked men cr women is 
further limited by the age of the viewer, as our 
government has decided that persons under 
the age of 18 (21 in some states) are not old 
enough to be exposed to such material. 

We have the right to drink alcoholic bever- 
ages. But we keep this right from persons 
below the age of 21, since they are often not 
responsible to handle that right (go to a high 
school party, you'll see what I mean.)

Many supporters of sbartit rights will 
surely cry foul at LB 1380 and the pro-life 
hope that it holds. We will certainly hear the 
“you’re taking away a woman's constitu- 
tional rights” argument and the “it’s just 
going to go back into the alleys with a coat 
hanger” argument. 

But a woman’s right to choose should not 
take precedence over a person’s right to live. 
Though the back alley with a coat hanger 
scenario is not an option that appeals to any- 
one, it is an option that would be illegal. If we 
we're to allow that argument to sway law in 
such in important decision, then it is about 
time to open the legal crack cocaine houses so 
we can monitor these activities, rather than’ 
allow them to happen in the streets. 

The simple matter is abortion is wrong 
(except in cases of rape, incest and danger to 
the mother’s health), regardless of the deci- 
sion made 23 years ago this week. 

LB 1380 seems to be a step in the right 
direction to rethink that bad decision. One 
can only hope that the U.S. Supreme Court - 
will see the wisdom of this law that looks at 
« . . the humanity of the unborn human and will 
end abortion without actually reversing Roe, 
as they seem a bit too timid to do..

As the track team filed into the Fieldhouse 
for a Wednesday morning practice, so did 
Assistant Coach Kim Osler. In the past four 
track seasons, Osler was breaking UNO 
records, winning national championships and 
redefining the UNO track program. 

Those days are gone, but the baton has 
been passed to the new generation. 

Under the direction of Osler and Head 
Coach Tim Hendricks, Carri Butler has taken 
off in the first leg of her track career, a career 
that has already been a successful one. 

The sophomore from Omaha Northwest 
high school has brought the memories of 
early success back to Osler. 

“I was thinking of that the other day,” 
Osler said. “When I think back, she has some 
of the things I did. She has blaze, determina- 
tion and the confidence to come through.” 

All three elements have won Butler a trip 
to nationals in Indianapolis on March 8. 

In the Ward Elaylett Invite at Doane Col- 
lege two weeks ago, Butler won the 55 meter 
dash with a time of 7.04 seconds, a time 
which guarantees her a spot at nationals. 

“I surprised myself,” Butler said. “I did a 


lot of things that I didn’t think I could do as. 


sophomore. I know I will have more tough 
competition coming UP, sol still have to think 
about that.” 


Butler’s success didn’t: stop in Crete, Neb. 


Last weekend at the Cornhusker Open in the 
Bob Devaney Sports Center, she won the 400 
meter sprint with a time of 55.61 seconds, 
Once again, it was a mark that guarantees her 
a seat in Indianapolis and a mark which 
placed her in the UNO record books for the 
14th time. 

“She beat the best Nebraska had to offer,” 


Hendricks said of Butler’s performance 


against Division I rival UNL. 
With only two indoor meets to complete 
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in and seven more until nationals, it will give 
Butler the time she needs to concentrate on 
other things than seconds and milliseconds. 

“Now that she has qualified for nationals 
in two events, she can relax a little,” Osler 
said. “She just needs to concentrate and focus 
on her fundamentals now.” 

Last season as a freshman, Butler set and 
helped set three school records, but it was a 


North Central Conference championship at 
the end of the season that opened the mouths 
of UNO’s track program. : 

“When she came here, we didn’t feel she 
woitld be a sprinter,” Osler said, “more of a 
400 meter and up type of arunner. When she 
won the conference in the 200 meter as a 
freshman, I saw her run with confidence. 
This season, I knew she would be success- 
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Butler Qualifies for Nationals, Twice 


ful.” 

Before the track seasons were complete, 
Butler was the conference champion in the 
400 meters (indoor and outdoor) and 200 
meters (outdoor). She set conference, meet 
and school records in the outdoor 400 meter 
run at 55.02 seconds. When her freshman 
campaign was over, Hendricks said Butler 
was a pleasant surprise. 

“I guess she is more than a pleasant sur- 
prise now,” he said. “She was a diamond-in- 
the-rough when she first got here, but she has 
developed into National Champion-quality 
athlete.” 

Graduating from Northwest, Butler held 
no school record and was not highly re- 
cruited. 

“I talked to my high school track coach,” 
she said. “(Hendricks) was the only one that 
came to me and showed interest. Because of 
that, it made me want to run for UNO.” 

Tonight, Butler and the UNO track team 
will travel to Nebraska- Wesleyan University 
in Lincoln for their third meet of the indoor 
season. It’s uncertain what events Butler will 
be competing in, since she has already quali- 
fied for Nationals in two. Butler expects to 
run the 55 meters for a chance at a faster time’ 
and the 400 meters. 

For now, Butler will have to wait ‘until 
March 8, when she walks into the RCA Dome 
in Indianapolis. Only one Lady Mav, Osler, 
has won in National competition. It took her 
four attempts until she won last year. 

“T think she can win at Nationals, but 
when she hears me say it, she laughs,” Osler 
said. “I know she can do it. She can win 
because she doesn’t doubt herself.” 

The baton has been handed from Osler to 
Butler. One day Butler will hand it down to 
another track prospect, but that is nearly three 
years away. 
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Mav Wrestling Scalps the Fighting Sioux.

_ UNO Head Coach Mike Denney and his 
troops pulled outall of their weapons Wednes- 
day night in the Fieldhouse, including a new 
secret weapon, and bombarded the University 
of North Dakota Fighting Sioux 42-3. 

The No. 3 ranked Mavs’ dual record re- 
mained intact at a perfect 4-0 in North Central 
Conference action and 6-2 overall. UNO suf- 
fered both losses in last week’s University of 
Northern Iowa duals in Cedar Falls, Iowa. 
No.14 ranked North Dakota, down from No. 
9 a week ago, fell to 1-7 on the season (0-3 
NCC). 

Denney’s newest weapon is former 
redshirt-freshman Chris Blair, who stockpiled 
a 139-6 record along with his back-to-back 
State titles at Omaha Gross. Blairerupted onto 
the collegiate wrestling scene Wednesday 
night by dropping UND’s No.7 ranked Sean 
McDonald 12-5 to help spark a Mav team that 
Denney described as “being in a low.” 

“T put a little challenge out to our guys this 
week after the performance we had at the 
(Northern Iowa) duals last Saturday,” Denney 
said, referring to his team’s 2-2, fourth-place 
finish at the UNI duals. “I thought by bringing 
Chris out of redshirt it would help spark us 
this week, especially after we hit that low asa 
team, and it did.” 

The reason behind Blair’s immersion into 
the Mavs’ starting line-up and out of the 
redshirt shackles is the loss of junior Jason 
Hutson, who left the team for personal rea- 
sons earlier this month and left the 150 pound 
position short in depth. Omaha Cathedral 
graduate Phil Smart had dropped some weight 
from 167 and 158 pounds to help out at 150, 


but has only faired at 12-13 overall on the . 


season. 

Blair said he’s excited about his opportu- 
nity to take it to the mat. 

“I’ve been working all year for it and 
before tonight’s match, I told coach (Denney) 
I’m just going to put it in God’s hands and just 
let things take care of themselves,” a pumped- 
up Blair said after Wednesday's match. “It’s 
a great feeling, wrestling in front of your 
hometown with your family and friends in the 
stands to help support you the first time out as 
a starter.” 

And Blair’s teammates haven’ t let his hard 
work go left unnoticed, either. 

“Man, Hoved it! I’ve wanted him to come 
out all year,” 177 pound junior Corry Royal 
said after Blair’s upset of No.7 
ranked McDonald. 

“His work ethics in 
tice and on the mat 
like a freshman’s, but 
like a senior’s.”

aging) on Tuesday. His status is questionable 
whether or not he will be able to return to the 
mat this season to defend his national title. 

For North Dakota, their status isn’t much 
of a healthy one, either. ‘ 

The Fighting Sioux could barely raise their 
own fists against the Mavs by leaving three 
weightclasses open at 167, 190 andthe heavy- 
weight classes entering the dual. UNO re- 
ceived six team points for each forfeit, but the 
Mavs already had the match in hand after 
back-to-back, first period pins by Dan Lovell 
and Corry Royal that vaulted their lead-to 27 
points. 

Tough performances by the lower-weight 
classes kept the Mavs’ lead rolling into the 
later bouts. UNO grabbed an overtime victory 
at 134 pounds when senior Tony Johnson (26- 
10) shot down UND’s Chris Zink to grab the 
win. At 126 pounds, UNO redshirt-freshman 
Brauman Creighton (23-4) dominated his 
match against Scott Braun 12-5. Braun’s only 
points in the match came when Creighton 
released him after four consecutive 
takedown’s. 

Another win to help bring the Mavs out of 
thier low was at 142 pounds. Erin 
Daugherty(13-11) won a 10-5 decision over 
UND’s Ben Berogan to help his confidence 
after a sub-par performance at the UNI duals. 

After UNO’s impressive 42-3 win, Denney 
said his team still needs to expect more of 
themselves on the mat before heading into 
North Dakota State this weekend. 

“As far as our performance goes for to- 
night, it was pretty good, but not good enough,” 
Denney said. ‘Our expectations still haven’t 
been met. Before we can travel into No.2 
ranked North Dakota State, we’re going to 
have to really get after it in practice this 
week.”
